Another [nteresting fact revealed by the cene
sus I8 that wnless the growth of Allegheny coun.
ty, a4 indieated by ita three cities—Pittsburg,
Allegheny City and  MeKeesport—is materially
acecleruted in the future, Philadelphia’s lead in
population will not be threatened for many
years. ‘The actual increase in the three eities
named during the past deeade was 121,074, while
Philadelphla  added 246,733 to its population,
This leaves a large morgin of safely for the
Quaker City.

One of the envlositics of these state fignres s
the almost dead heat in the race of Jolmstown
and McKeesport for population during the past
twenty wvears., In 1880 the former eity had 8,350
people and MeEeesport 8,212, Tn 1800 Johnstown,
notwithstanding: the tervible calumity thut visit
ed it, had eglightly inercased its Jead with a
popalation of 21,805 to McKeesport's 20,741, and
ihis wenr it still keeps slightly in front with
83,930 people to MeKcesport's 34,227, A little
extri effort on MeKeesport's part may reverse the
positions in the census of 1010,

A populnr fallacy that New York state las
more large citiea than Pennsylvania is disproved
Ly the new census, That state has only twelve
cities—New York, Buffalo, Albany, Troy, Roches-
ter, Byvracuse, Utica, Sohenectady, Binghamton,
Elmira, Yonkers and Auburn—that have a popu-
Intion exeeoding 25,00, T'o be sure, the avernge
population of thede cities is considerably larger,
owing to New York city's lmmense size, Lut
then it ia wlse motable that their growth is
much slower. Albany actunlly lost in popula-
tion during the past decadey declining from
08,921 to 94,151, and Troy also shows a slight
lToss from 1500 to 100, Elmira's population in-
creased only 15,47 per cent., Binghamton's 11,26,
Auburn's 1755, amd Syracuse's 22.05 per cenl,
The average growth lios been fur slower than
with Pennsylvania eities.

The palm for womerous lirge and Gourishing
communitios must, bowever, be vielded to Mossa-
chusetts, which bhus within its narrow limiws
twenty witios with a population in excess of
95,000, Ohio had ning such clties—Cleveland,
Cincinnuti, Toledo, Columbus, Dayion, Youngs-
town, Alren, Springfeld and Canton—all of
which, except Cincinnati, hive made very sub-
stantial gaing during the past ten years. New
Jeriey does still better with ten citiea above
the 23,000 murk=—Newnrk, Jesoy Uity, Paterdon,
Camden, Trenton, Hoboken, Elizabethy, Bayonne,
Atlnntio City and Passaic. Ilinois, though third
in population amoeng the states, has only soven
cltics of any conslderable size, Chicago, Peorio,
Quiney, Springticld, Rockford, Jolict and East
St. Louiz, and of these Chicage and Peotla uee
the only ones with a population of over 60,000,
